pire, adjufted the Limits of every Prince, 


_ Power, aod State, concero’d in that long 


and Bloody War, and it is obfervable, that 
every Difference which happens ia tae 
World fincethat Time, when it comes ta 
be Debated, turns upon the Foot of the 
Treaty of Weftpbabia ; no Difputes lok far- 
ther back than this 50 Rreaches are made, 
but they are fir Debated by this Tet — 
Of this seers the Swedes are Guarran- 
tees, as it was by the fr Power, at the Price 
of their Blood, and by their Valour, that 
this Peace wasobrain’d. 

To enable the Swedes .to be effe@ual 
Guarrantees of chis Treaty, as well as tor 
a Reward of their long Hazards, vaft Sx- 
pence, and vigorous Condué, the Ducele, 
Pomerania, th: \flzof Ruglen, the Uities of 
Straclfunds and Wifinar, wich tor Durchy 
of Bremen, and other Territories in Germa- 
ny, were adjidg’d to the Swedes 
Without this Power put into the Hands of 
the Swedes, his Guarramtee had been an 
empty Ticle, witbout a Hend to guide it 
—— And whenever you uffcr this Power 
to be taken from the Swede, you cake off 
that Reftraint from the Emperor, which has 
always preferv’d that Treacy, and kept 
back the Hand of Oppreffion {rom the Bn- 
aroachmeats they would bave made. 
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_ That this has been fach a ReGraint, h28 
been evident on many Occafions, and it 
would require more Room than this Papér 
allows me, togive you the Particulars, ko

“ever fince been a Bridle and a Terror tothe 

Houfe of Aufiria, and his Domicions in the 
Empire are the only Things that make 
them fo: It was by Virtue of this Guar 
rantee, that the Emperor was reduc’d to 
reftore the Proteftants in Silefie, and it was 
on the Foot of this Treaty, that the King 
of Sweden demanded it. 

For this Reaior itis evident, ¢hat Jet 
the Errors andMiftakes of the King of Swe- 
dew, as to his Foreign Wars, be what they 
wil, yet as to his Hereditary Dominions, 
efpecially in Germany, whenever you fuffer 
thesrto be tak-m away, you take away the 
great Prop aod Support of the Protefsnt 
Totereft on that fide of the Werld.

Marci'd their Army to proteét Holffem, 
and made the Treaty of Travendale 3 and 
thefe are the Reafoos why the Neutrality 
for the Empire was Proje@ed iniHollund, up= 
on the late reviviog the War between the 
Swedes and the Danes ; and why the Dutch 
refufe to King Auguflcs the Command of 
the Army, now call’d che Neutrallity Are 
mv and thefe Reafons hold guod, why the 
Confederate Powers, efpccially the Protee 
ftant-, are concern’d, bj vo means cofuffer 
Pomerania to be taken trom the Swedes.
